lean copntries..While the foreign element

; abroad was being looked after with much
care , extra precautions were necessary to
see that the foreign-reading public of the
Unltel States was not neglected , To this
end a Speclni bureau was maintained and

source , As In other papers , it is estimated

a special study and alertness at ail times
upon the Department of Publicity.

grounds. Many of the great jour-
nals

-
of London , Paris and Rerlln have

printed specially illustrated editions of this
character without expense to the American
enterprise which they were advertising. In
explanation the publishers have asserted
that their readers were interested to an ex-

trnonllnary
-

degree In the development of
the great region beyond the eastern cities
and the demand for the literature forced
them to make free use of the matter sent
by the Bureau of Publicity. Americans
traveling on the continent have attested to
the thoroughness with which the exposition
has been advertised on numerous occasions.
Some have asserted that in proportion to Its
magnitude the Omaha affair has been as fa-

vorably
-

advertlsed throughout Europe as
was the World's fair. To keep tills Intense
interest aroused at all times , however , has i

required time utmost forethought on the part
of the department and all the unique fee- '

turns of the exposition have been printed
in the most attractive form for this very
purpose.

Tills department has been many times do-

Iaycd
-

in its work through time failure of the
architects to prepare on time the drawings
from which the designs for the illustrations'
were to be prepared. All these details had
to be followed with care by the Publicity
department. To the larger publications
withm improved and modern machinery it
was only necessary tb send matrices of-

lhcso illustrations in order to secure their
use , but wlth the many thousands of smaller
papers and magazines which do not pos-

sess
-

stereotyping plants it was necessary to
forward electrotypes. This was especially
true of the smaller weekly papers of the
western stales. In addition to all this class
of advertising , matter has been regularly
sent the Associated Press for daily con-
sumption.

-
. This matter has gone by wire ,

requiring special efforts. This appliea par-
ticularly

-
to mho announcement of conven-

tions

, days of unusual interest at the expo-
eltlon

-
or some new and startling concession

that would appear for the first time at the
Transtnississlppl Exposition.-

As

to the monetary value of this form of
advertising , thee is some dispute. Many
business men who make a specialty of
newspaper advertising assert posith ely that
its value is 100 times greater computed 1n
dollars and cents than the amount paid out
by the exposition on salaries , etc. Again ,

1t is no secret tint this form of advertising
cannot be purchased. The only difference
of 01)111100 among newspaper men who know
the value of this feature is as to the degree
of importance from the standpoint of the
business onion-many declaring that its
value is 500 times the amount of money ex-

pendcd.

Still , the department has not confined it-

self
-

to this feature of advertising. Thou-
sands

-
of circulars and other forms of litera-

ture
-

in addition to lithographs of time ex-

positlon
-

buildings have been circulated un-
der the direction of the department in all
parts of the world. Thousands of handsome
lithographs have been sent to the various
railroad companies where they have been
placed In the depots , trains and otfces. This
has added considerably to the Interest in
many sections of the country. These are
some of the substantial evidences of the
value of the services contributed by the
Publicity department.-

In the Promotion department much deeper
problems have been forced to the front for
solution , Though both departments were
combined quite early under one head , the
work generally required distinct and sepa-
rate

-
attention. When the consolidation of

the two departments was made there were
but four stales in llnn to participate and
in many cases precious time had been Lost :
Today there nre thirty-three states and
three territories represented and a large
number of foreign countries. In the major-
ity

-
of instances the most exact diplomacy

was necessary In securing appropriations
from tine various legislatures , and when ef-

forts
-

In tills direction failed through lack of
time , the larger cities of the states were
appealed to and lastly the commercial bodies
were called ulod, to maintain the pride of
their respectvs slates Thus much was
nccnmplished that looked Impossible. The
first necessary step in this direction was
the securing of federal aid. Many states de-

sired
-

to sea the federal government stamp
the enterprise with its seal of approval be
fore they did anything. There were a mum-

.tltude

. l

of conflicting interests to placate In
each slate called upon. At times It was
necessary to semi special agents to the capie-

tals of the state to make showing to the
legislators and public men of the state as to

the scope of enterprise to which they were
asked to participate. After the federal gov-

ernment

and the state of Nebraska had
shown substantial faith in the exposi-

tion

-

other states were more Inter-

ested
-

, but the progress of the appropria-
tion

-

bill from the time it was framed under
tire direction of some person connected with
time Bureau of Promotion to the day It was
signed by time governor and the money made
available was a period of constant dtplo-

matie
-

action for the manager of the De-

partment

of Promotion. This was true in
each slulo and new questions were con-

atantly

MANY MINDS , BUT ONE SYMMETRICAL PLAN

The energy and enterprise of the middle

west have for long been proverbial. A
country of unlimited horizons , of keen air
and dear skies , Its distances , Instead of ap-

palling
-

its inhabitants , have encouraged a-

llarger endeavor than is to bo found among
less expansive landscapes , it would almost
seem that length and vision was coincident
with extent of enterprise , and that the mcu-
of the corn and wheat land girded them-
selves

-
to possess the earth with a courage

born of the fact that their horizons included
so ample a portion of It. But the infinite
possibllltles of the west have in many cases
become limited actualities , and the people of
the older states , wimlle granting tire facts
borne in upon them of great undertakings
successfully completed , and while sending
their young blood to enrich still store that
of the west , have arrogated to themselves
the possession of certain factors which it
was hardly to be expected would exist in a
pioneer country , The appreciation of art and
the power to produce it is , therefore , an un-

expected
-

element in many of the trnns-
mississippl

-

slates , and It Is tills unexpected
which has hnppeued in the conception of time

exposition of these stales which Is to be held
in Omaha during time summer of 1898.

For many years to come , all expositions in
America will be compared with tlto World's
fair of 1893 at Chicago , and in order to
maintain an individuality that should not
ho jeopardized by such comparison , a de-

parture
-

from the type of the Chicago fair
seemed advisable to the commnitteo in
charge of the Omaha Exposition , The first
suggestion would be naturally to avoid siml-
Inrlty

-
by a total change lu the style of the

architecture , and to adopt Oriental or bf-

zarro
-

designs for rho various buildings ; but
it was recognized , as at Chicago , that the
classic style , Mould assure a greater scale
and dignity of treatment , and would there-
fore

-
ho preferable. The problem became one

of adapting similar conditions to those at
Chicago in such a manner that tine general
effect would have individual character. This
has been gained by the adoption of two gen-

eral
-

factors in time design which will , it Is
hoped , tend to produce a very unusual en-
semble.

All the principal buildings are to be con-

nected
-

with one another by colonnades and
cloistered courts , so that , after entering the
gates , nearly a continuous mile of the expo-

sition
-

can be traversed under shelter. These
colonnades , with the play of Ilght and shade
upon their groups of columns , with the con-

stantly
-

shifting vistas through which appear
glimpses of lngoon , terraces , gardens , and
backgrounds of foliage , will draw together
the isolated masses of the great exposition
buildings Into a whole as with the links of-

a richly decorated chain. The multiple re-

peated
-

columns which cluster in the cloisters
of Mt , St. Michel or of Monreale , and recede
into dim recesses of distance Ii : the mosque
of Cordova , will gleam in time brilliant sun-
light

-

line of Color on Exteriors.
And still further to enhance this unusual

feature in the general design , color is to be
introduced with liberallty upon time exterior
of the buildings. The general lone of the
architectural background will be that of
ivory ; aul upon this , in frieze and entabla-
ture

-

, In the aomts and tyrppmma of arches , in
pediment and ceiling , the surfaces will be
richly decorated.

Time peculiar plan of the exposition
grounds , which at first glance seemed an-
obalacie to breadth of treatment , lies proved
to ho most favorable for unusual effects. The
tract that is first entered by the visitor runs
east and west , is nearly forty- acres In ex-

tent
-

, halt a mlle long , and 7S0 feet wide.
The main entrance is at the center of the
southen long boundary line. Here is being
erected an arch , which is to be of stone ,

and is to form a permanent entrance to one
of the city's numerous parks , Timis Arch of
the States , at the end of a long avenue
leading from the center of time city , is
crowned by n rich entablature , the frieze of
which is formed of the coats of armns of the
twenty-three lransmississippl states in col-

ored
-

falence. Under the eaves of the palaces
of Florence and of Siena , in red and blue
and gold , in rile deep shadows of arch and
cornice , fianme the arms of time noble fanillieH-
of medieval Italy. In like manner , upon
tlds arch the arms of this noble family of
western stales wIll form a gleaming belt of-

enrbicros , in which time stars of empire ,

rivers , mountains , and plains , the wheat and
corn , the plow and locomotive , will symbolize
and perpetuate the enterprise of the pio-
neers.

-
. Upon time side of the arch time arms

of time oldest slates complete the frieze ,
Passing througlm.jthe arch and entering

the exposition grounds , time main tract
stretches to left and to right. For nearly
its entire length of half a mile it is inter-
meted by a lagoon 150 feet wide , spanned
by three bridges , and reflecting the principal
buildings which arc upon each bank. The
ground rises nearly twenty feet in height
toward time east , but is hovel toward the
vest. At the westerly end , across the tract ,

time Government building is pieced , It has
an impressive dome and a richly colonnaded
cutrauco. Time lagoon broadens in the form
of a trefoil , 400 feet from side to side , and
tcrrninntes In front of tills building , wimllo
upon each side semi-circular colonnades
lead to its wings. In time trefoil basin are
to occur aquatic carnivals , fireworks , and
processions of boats ; and upon Its shores ,
and in time midst of Its surrounding colon-
antics , many thousands of people can be
scaled as In an amphitheater , The compo-
pltion

-
of the easterly end of the lagoon is-

of a different character. Hero it was neces-
sary

-

to cross a broad street to gain access
to time second tract of the grounds , which le
upon the bluff overlooking the Missouri , anti

Turning toward the east , and crossing the
bridge , upon each able are larger restaur-
ants

, with towers that form Important fea-

tures

atL the end of the grounds. Beyond
these , a broad plaza with a slahd for at
orchestra upon the edge of the bluff is in-

tended
-

as a concolmrso for the people. The
view toward the east and north from the
plaza Includes the entire Missouri valley
for miles , and is terminated by long ranges
of the ldlis of Iowa and Nebraska. It is ,

characteristic of time west to its expansive1-

, and In the long afternoon light Is

beautiful , South of thq plaza is a portion of
the grounds which Is la the form of a park ,

1n the midst of which is the Ilortic11lture
building as a central Mature , surrounded
by gardens and parterres. Here will be the
State buildings , Apiary, and various minor
buildings of the exposition. North of the
plaza the concessions begin , and these are-
a world in themselves. It Is promised that
never slnco time began Imas there been such
a polyglot community as will be gathered
together , and the feats of eccentric and In-

teresting
-

engineering are to be marvelous.
The seesaws , gigantic umbrellas and air-
ships

need no announcement ; they are

usually only too manifest ; but beyond these ,

In the broadest portion of the grounds , there

The detail of an exposition is inconceiv-
able

-
, except to those w'ho undertake to

carry it out. In this case the cutire space
of 160 acres had to be graded , and many
rods of roads and paths built ; a lagoon to
contain over 7,000,000 gallons excavated ,

made water tight , and filled ; at least ten
large buildings built , some of whiclm are
over 500 feet in length , with innumerable
small structures , and an army of architects ,

panders , sculptors , engineers , draughtsmen
and laborers controlled and kept busy , and
fourteen months as the outside limit of
time in which to complete the work ! The
architects-in-cbief , Messrs. IVaiker and
Kimball , and the superintendent of works
have had no time for inaction. The
general scheme of the disposition of the
bulidings once established , the different
buildings were allotted to well known west-
ern

-
architects. Mr. Cass Gilbert of St. Paul

designed the building devoted to Agricul-
ture

-
; Mr. J , J. Humphreys of Denver , that of

Mines ; Messrs , Eames & Young of St. Louts ,

the Art building ; while Maclduery and Ma-
mufactures'were

-

given respectively to Messrs.
Dwight II. Perkins and S , S. Bentan of Chl-
cago. . The Liberal Arts building is by h'isher
& Lawrie , and time Horticultural building by
Charles Beindorff , Loth of Omaha. These
gentlemen were given the general plan and
grades of the grounds , with the disposition ,

size of all the buildings , the height of time
mnln cornice lines desired , and a module , or
unit of measurement for their designa , of
sixteen feet-this latter to insure uniform
scale. They had one week to prepare
sketches , and then met at the office of the
architects-in-chief in Omaha , compared
their designs , revised then together to in-

sure
-

harmony of general effect , and de-
parted

-
to their respective cities to complete

their wvork.
Within ten days the completed designs

hegan to arrive , and the harmony of scale
and unity of general impression produced
by them are most unusual. Now began limo
ranking of limo comstruclion drawings by the
architects-in chief , and the subsequent con-

struction
-

of the buildings. Apart from the
beauty of time several designs-and some of-

tlrern era very beautiful-the most mausual

of time buildings is that devoted to fine arts.
This consists of two buildings , with n clols-
tered

-

court between. Each bulltiing is ht time

form of a Grcek cross , with the space be-

tween
-

time arms filled by a mass lower than
the remainder of the building. At time ends
of the arms are porticos , and the whole is
crowned by a low dome. One of thesu
buildings is to be used for oil paintings ,

the other for water colors , blacks anti
whiles, prints , etc.

However ephomneral is- the mnlerlnl entity
of such an exposition , the actual result of
its existence is far-reaching and lasts long.
